Claims: 1 through 10, 18 through 31, and 36 through 42

Remarks: 

Cited literature 1 describes an invention wherein a master process (CPU on which the master 
process is running; equivalent to the "first processor group" of the present application) wakes up 
a slave process (CPU on which the slave process is nmning; equivalent to the "second processor 
group" of the present application) through the operation of a multiprocessing library (equivalent 
to the "inter-process communication means" and "parallel processing means" of the present 
application), and parallel processing is carried out by the awoken slave process. Furthermore, the 
"multiprocessing library" of the invention described in cited literature 1 performs system calls in 
order to perform inter-process communication (paragraph (0020)). 

Cited literature 2 describes an invention wherein, in a multiprocessor system in which the 
same OS is installed as in single processor systems, child tasks spawned by a main program are 
synchronously executed in parallel on another processor (see especially paragraphs (0010) 
through (0016)). Applying this configuration to the invention described in cited literature 1 is a 
matter which could be easily accomplished by a person skilled in the art. 

Claims: 1 1 through 17 and 32 through 35 

Cited literature: 1 through 3 

Remarks: 

Cited literature 1 describes a "conduit" as an arrangement equivalent to the "control 
processing relay means (fimction)" of the present invention. 

Furthermore, cited literature 3 describes an "extended OS" and "inter-processor 
communication control unit" as arrangements equivalent to the "OS service means (fimction)" 
and "proxy means (fimction)" of the present invention.
